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Foreword 


N presenting a revised edition of our Descriptive Catalogue of Vegetables for 
I Canners, it seems advisable to add lists of varieties suitable for quick freezing, 

since the major commercial volume of frozen foods is produced by packers who 
are also engaged in canning. 


It will be noticed that on page 11 a potential new product is introduced to the atten- 
tion of vegetable packers: the edible soybean. Whether this will find general accept- 
ance remains to be seen. The results of experimental packs, however, have warranted 
us in making available the varieties listed. 


Attention may also be called to the progress in hybrid sweet corn. For over eighty 
years we have been breeding and growing sweet corn, and for nearly twenty our 
plant breeders have been devoting special attention to the development of inbred lines 
and hybrid combinations resulting from crosses of these. As a result we have pro- 
duced hybrid varieties of vigor and high yielding power, many of which have replaced 
old, well-known open-pollinated varieties. 


In almost all species, resistance to disease is now a factor of importance, and much 
of the breeding work at our stations in various parts of the country is directed to 
this end. In this way we have produced, for example, Teton and Glacier peas, the 
new wilt-resistant complementaries to our dark podded Thomas Laxton, so well and 
favorably known. 


Throughout the compilation of this catalogue, we have endeavored to be strictly 
impartial, basing our figures and particulars on records made for many years at our 
breeding stations, as well as on observations of canners’ crops in different parts of 
the country. Growing conditions vary so much that compromise has been necessary 
in order to strike averages, but we believe the descriptions are accurate and the 
figures so relatively correct as to afford a reliable working guide.

ARTICHOKE 


A perennial grown for its fower-heads. Not to be confused with Jerusalem Arti- 
choke which is grown for its edible tubers. 
LARGE GREEN GLOBE 


Plants thistle-like, 3-5 ft. tall. Heads large, round but slightly elongated, deep 
green; edible base of scales thick and of delicate flavor. 


ASPARAGUS 
x MARY WASHINGTON 


Developed by the late Dr. J. B. Norton, U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, for resistance 
to asparagus rust; and now by far the most extensively grown variety. Large 
green spears with tight, purple-tinted tips, of fine quality. Heavily productive 
and very uniform. 


x MARTHA WASHINGTON 


Closely related to Mary Washington; a little earlier and perhaps slightly more 
resistant to rust but not so large or of such excellent quality and uniformity.

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BEANS 


Through hybridization and intensive selection we have developed many of the 
leading varieties of stringless beans. These choicer and more desirable sorts 
have largely replaced the older, coarser, stringy varieties. In addition to creat- 
ing new and better types at our breeding stations, we continually apply the thor- 
oughly proven pure-line method of breeding whereby we are able to maintain 
pure stocks of the standard varieties which meet the needs of the discriminating 
packer in a uniformly satisfactory manner. 


In listing the number of days from planting to packing condition, we have 
used the average results secured over a period of years. These figures apply to 
plantings under normal conditions, and will vary somewhat in different sections 
of the country. However, the number of days indicated will serve to show the 
relative maturity of the different varieties. 


Seed beans are commonly handled on the basis of 120 pounds to the bag. 
Varieties listed in capital letters we consider the best and most important.

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Edible Soybeans 


In recent years many varieties of edible soybeans have been imported from the 
Orient by the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture and detailed studies on their adaptation to 
North American growing conditions have been made, mainly at the University 
of Illinois. 

As a result a number of varieties eminently suitable for table use in this country 
have been developed. The most promising of these, listed as follows, have been 
multiplied for seed on the Asgrow farms. They are very prolific, highly resistant 
to disease and insect pests, of attractive appearance and eating qualities when cooked 
and served similarly to Lima beans. 

The number of days refers to picking for use as green shelled beans; full maturity, 
for dry shelled beans, is reached about 30 days later. 

Note: At green stage all the varieties listed have dark green beans, more or less oval 
in shape though varying in size. The particulars given below refer to the dry stage.

The number of days shows the time required under average conditions in the North 
from planting of seed to the production of roots about 134” in diameter.

By breeding pedigreed stocks through generations of pure-line cultures, we are con- 
tinually improving existing leading varieties of peas. This intensive process, sup- 
ported by careful inspection and checking of field crops, produces exceptionally high 
grade stocks. In addition to maintaining standard varieties, new strains are devel- 
oped by means of hybridization and selection, which enables us to combine desirable 
plant characters such as disease resistance, productiveness, and quality of two or 
more parents in new and more useful introductions. 

Since the time from planting to first picking varies widely in different seasons and 
in different sections, we have indicated in the column of days, average results under 
normal rainfall conditions in the North. These figures will be of assistance in com- 
paring the relative earliness or lateness of the various varieties when planted 
in any locality. 

Varieties listed in larger letters are, in our judgment, the newer and more important. 
Smooth seeded sorts are commonly handled on the basis of 120 lb. to the bag and 
wrinkled varieties 112 lb.

The Asgrow Breeding and Development Program 


Since it is concerned with the great number of varieties of different Species described 
in this catalogue, the operations of the Program are obviously extensive as well 
as intensive. 


Its first objective is the maintenance of the Asgrow parent stocks. Only by con- 
tinual breeding and selection have these pedigreed lines been built up. Unrelaxing 
care is exercised to ensure the standards which planters of Asgrow seeds have come 
to expect. 


Concurrent with this objective is the adaptation of our stocks to different growing 
areas, and the endeavor to make them resistant to diseases and parasites. Since we 
have normally but one growing season each year this important work can only be 
accomplished gradually. 


Another objective is the development of entirely new and improved varieties. The 
better conditions of living to which as a people we have become accustomed, are 
enhanced in no small measure by the increasingly higher standards, in quality and 
attractiveness, of our foods. Some of the more recent results of this part of the 
Asgrow Program have been submitted to the critical trials of impartial judges 
appointed annually since 1933 by the All-America Council and have achieved the 
record listed on page 3. 


The scope of such a Breeding and Development Program calls first for technical 
personnel skilled in botany, genetics and pathology, in modern methods of agricul- 
ture and in understanding the needs and environmental conditions of our customers. 
We are fortunate in having associated with us just such a technical staff of experi- 
enced men. Extensive and widely diversified acreages are necessary; in all, over 
1000 acres are taken up with our breeding and progeny work, the principal areas 
being shown on page 2. 


These locations have been carefully chosen to provide the best available condi- 
tions for the work of the Program, including adaptation to particular areas. Thus, 
for example, our Sweet Corn hybrids for the Midwest are handled at the Indiana 
station; those for the East at Milford, Conn. 


Laboratory Work 


Laboratory work is an important supplement to our breeding stations and it receives 
special attention at Milford, Conn., Milpitas, Calif., and Sheboygan, Wisc., where 
tests are made both in soil and in germinators. The purity and viability of Asgrow 
seeds are our continual care and every practicable effort is made accordingly. 


Research and Service 


Incorporated in the Program are our divisions of Research and Service which, we 
are glad to believe, have been of considerable help to our customers and others. The 
facilities of our breeding stations and laboratories are gladly made available for the 
solution of problems arising in connection with the growing of vegetable crops. 


Comprehensive as is the scope of the Asgrow Breeding and Development Program 

and wide-spread as are its operations, its minute details receive meticulous attention 

and continuous vigilance. By the extensive and intensive care given to their production
